Feres bears “more responsibifity” 
than other offidals of the centre- 
left parfy but lU not reeooiineiid 
that personal conclusions be 
drawn, saying party leaders are 
jndged by tiie voters. 

Yoram Lass, a lahnur official 
who headed tbe investigative 
team, said Peres should resign. 
Lass leagned as omnmittee chair- 
man last week after giying two 
newspaper in te rw ews bigbly cri- 
tical of Poes boors b^ire the 
rqxnt was conqrirtecL 

“I toiiik everything is dear. 
Tbe committee tonched'iqxm a 


long list of faihxtes.... I provided 
my own smafi personal example 
and I thinlr it should be fcdlov^ 
by hi^er-ranldng pecqtie for the 
sfllce of the party,” L» said on 
Israel army ratoo. 

Peres rejected Lass’ rogges- 
tioD, tetihig a stormy meeting of 
the party’s rating central com- 
mittee: 

*Tm not looking for partners 
to reqxMisibiUty and accusa ti ons 
bat Fm not what’s the 

measure of responsilHfity... die 
report b certainly serious, we 
have to draw the lessons but we 
have to do it dose to tiie start of 
the next campaign,” sdieduled 
for 1992. 

Tarning to Lass, the angry 
leader then shouted: “You are 
not my judge, yon have not ex- 
perienced what I passed 
tiuough." 

Sereral bondred central com- 
mitteee ntmnbers frequently in- 
terrupted Feres with applause, 
but some in the crowd riumted at 
Mm. 

Peres led the party in tbe 1988 


campaign in which Labour won 
39 seats in tbe 120-member par- 
liamenc, far from its goal of mewe 
than 40 seats. 

Labour’s poUtical rivab from 
tiie right-wing Likud bloc led by 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
wem 40 seats. The stalemate 
forced tbe formation of a Labour- 
Likud ooalitioa government. 

Peres forced the collapse of thb 
coatition in Mardi 1990 over Sha- 
mir’s feilure to accept American 
proposals for Nfiddle East peace 
tallte But Pe r es then feil^ to 
form a government, and tbe task 
was pamed to Shamir.

Afghan army reportedly pashes

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AF) —

Saudi Arabia not threatened by Oman 
locusts but those coming from Africa 


JEDDAH, Saudi Arabia (AP) — 
Saudi Arabia is not threatened by 
locust swarms that recently in- 
vaded neighbouring Oman, offi- 
cials of the Saudi Ministry of 
Agriculture and Water said 
Saturday. 

The did not dispel, however, 
the possibility of a locust invasion 
from Affica next October. 

”No swarms of the desert lo- 
custs are expected in the kingdoai 
from Oman at present,” said 
Salem Bamufleh, director ^neral 
of the Agriculture Reseaidi Cen- 
tre to the Associated Press. 

He said that the new swarms of 
locusts in Oman could head for 
India or Pakistan in the near 


future, dependiog on enviroo- 
mental conditions. But tiiey could 
also head toward Somalia and the 
southern parts of the Arabian 
peninsula, he said. 

“There is a very sh^t posribil- 
hy tiiat. on tb^ way toward 
these destinations, the locusts 
may hover across the Eastern and 
southern parts of the kingdom,” 
Bamufleh said. “But this remains 
a very dim possibility,” he 
stremed. 

Saudi Arabia was invaded last 
year by large swarms of desert 
locusts from East Africa, and it 
dq^loyed an intense campaign to 
combat them. 


No major damage to crops 
frmii the vegetable-devouring in- 
sect were recoided. 

The locust inddeut in Oman, 
where heavy periods of rainfsll 
provided the extra moist ground 
that fovoms locust egg breiedi^, 
was the first to hit the Arabian 
peninsula tins year. Oman re- 
ported the locust threat in early 
May but said containment mea- 
sures had confined tiie tineat to 
oortbem regions. 

Bamufleh cautioned, “the next 
season may be active. This de- 
pends on tte quantities of rainfall 
in the areas in which locusts are 
found,” he said.

In another ttevelopaient, PLO 
dnef Yasser Arafat reportedly 
said two Swiss Red Cross workers 
kidnapped in Lebanon seven 
months ago are alive, and he 
offered to help mediate their re- 
lease. 

The Arabio-langoage state- 
ment, delivered to a Western 
news agency in Beirut, came with 
an instant {Hcture of U.S. hos- 
tages Jesse Turner and Alarm 
Steen. They were kidnapped Jan. 
24, 1987, from Beirut Univeisity 
College. 

The ixctoie showed a snuting, 
beqiectaded Turner wearing a 
buriiy Mack beanl and a str^ ed 
pullover. Steen wore a dark 
jampsmt and a beard, and his 
hair was sligiitly <£sfaevdled. Both 
looked straight at the camera.

THE FAILURE or success of the emergen^ Arab 
snmiiut that convenes in Baghdad today wfll certainly 
shape the ftitore of the Arab Nation for decades to 
come. Nowhere in its history has the Arab Order faced 
so many grave and intense problems; «>«fKgtg are 
many: war, sectarian strife, fandamentaiism, econo- 
mic hardships, a change world and what not. These 
and many others are the major preoccnpation of 
almost every Arab country; not even the afiDnent are 
spared. Hie prohlems are indeed ominous and the ta^ 
that faces the Arab leaders gathered in Baghdad is 
farmidable. 

If maxims are anything to go by, and if charity 
begins at home, then the Grst priority of irork tiiat 
awaits the Ba^idad summit is putting the Arab house 
In order. They have to face the threats from within 
before bracing themselves from a positkm of strengtii 
to confront the external threats and chaDeoges, 
whetiier from Israd, Iran, Ethiopia, the U.S., the 
West or a united Europe. A^ the greatest threat from 
within is the cry for war, a calantitous solution for aU 
the failiires and catastrophes that befeil the Arabs over 
tile decades. But Arab leadmrs, thank God, realise that 
wars leave behind only destruction and misery. 

That the enemies of the Arab Nation are conspiring 
gainst ns should not come as a surprise. If anythii^, H 
shoohi be the propeUing force behind us to conspire 
against them. But, the problon is when Arabs ems^re 
against Arabs and fight each other. The Arab masses 
are skk and tired of the continued inter-Arab biefcer- 
ings and infights which serve no-one but the enemy 
and sap our own miergies and resources. The peoj^ of 
the Arab World at large are indeed restless of the 
faOnre of their leaders to even solve its bread and 
battm* Issues, not to mention wafer, social, seenrity 
and poBticai problems. If world powers, whom many 
Arab states appear bait upon emulating in various 
other Srids, are t^tii^ for reamdliation and com^ 
promise with a view to divertii^ attention to addres- 
sing their people’s problems, isn’t it time the Arabs 
followed suit? 


JORDAN PRESS EDITORIALS 


AI Ra*i Arabic daily on Sunday discussed the situation in the 
occupied Arab lands in the light of a debate held by the United 
Nations Security Coundl, and wondered whether the Soviet 
Union which had allowed the ^gravaticn of the situation in the 
regioo to continue, can now allow things to deteriorate hirther. 
The Soviet Union should stop the emigration of Soviet Jews who 
are now destined to setttle on Arab lands, simply because this 
settlement is being done at the expense of the Arab people of 
Palestine and their homeland, said the paper. The Soviet Union 
ought to stop this emigration until Israel accepts U.N.-spooMred 
arrangements for providing protection to the Palestinians ;Hior to 
tinding a just and lasting settlement to their problems, the paper 
stressed. It said the Israeli prime minister has already reject 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat’s call for observer teams to be sent to 
Palestine as part of a package arran^ment to ensure the 
protection of the civilian popr'lation. Tuis rejection is a dear 
indication that Israel refu^ United Nations Security Coundl 
resolutions and is bent to pursue criminal polides against the 
Palestinian people, the paper noted. The paper said that it now 
remains to be seen whether Moscow allow the current 
situation to continue and so give Israel a free hand in deah’ng with 
tile lives of the dvilian population in Palestine. 

A columnist in AI Ra’i daily on Sunday reminds the Arab leaders 
who are meeting in Baghdad Monday of the foilures of the past 
summits to put an end to Israel’s arrogance and ambitious drains 
in the Arab World. Abdul Rahim Omw recalls the frulure of the 
various Arab armies sent in to tight the Israelis in the 1948 war, 
and how they failed to prevent the occupation of most of 
^Palestine. The writer notes that the 1948 tragedy ocenned soon 
after an Arab summit was held in Bludan in Syria, and that other 
setbacks took place at the band of Israel following other summits 
by the Arab beads of state. Hie writer also reminds tiie Arab 
leaders ot Israel's seizure of water resources and its absorption of 
hundreds of thoosands of Jews to settle in Palestine, vinle tbe 
Arab World foiled to stop this great catastrophe. Omar notes, 
however that tbe summit, to emvene in Bagdad Monday, takes 
place under completely different ctreumstanoes and as the Arabs, 
specially Iraq, are far more stronger militarily than ever before, 
as tbe Arab leaders meeting in the Iraqi ca^ntal are more 
determined this time to thwart Israel’s plans. It is up to the Arab 
leaders now, says the writer, to find proper measures to put m 
end to Israel’s atrocities against the Palestinians and to thwart its 
ambitious in tbe Arab World. 

AI Dnsloar commented Sunday on Washington's nndertiaiid 
dealings with regard to the Arab-Israeli conflict in general and tbe 
Palestine question in particular. Washington has retracted a 
statement in which it displayed willingly to send United Na^ns 
observer w>a"*s to Palestine to monitor Israel’s human ri^ts 
violations and other atrocities, said the paper. Retraction of 
statements could not be the end of tbe road for the United States 
which could be expected to take a step designed to give Israel a 
free hand in dealing with the PaJestiniao people and to prevent 
anv United Nations moves that could stop Israel from committing 
atrocities the paper noted. It is clear that as Washington is tryi^ 
to escape preSlre from the Zionist lobby in Congress it finds 
itself boased down in confnsed foreign policy, costing A^nra its 
the paper noted.

Time is running out for Mideast peace

AMMAN — The Idllmgs of 
innocent Palestinians by 
Israelis in the occupied terri- 
tories, and tbe subsequent 
pq^ar uproar and ablation, 
underscore the need for the 
Arabs and Israelis urgently to 
fosfaion their own spec^ glas- 
nost — an accommodation that 
would seriously tackle the 
festering issues that have 
haunted tbe Middle East for 
generations.

GEI^VA — The Nobel Prize- 
winning U.N. agency catering for 
15 million refugees around tbe 
worid is broke. 

The office of tbe High Com- 
missioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR), whidi depend on 
voluntary contributions from gov- 
ernments, says its finanrial atu^ 
tion is so desperate that it could 
“result in unacceptable suffering 
and could even take its toil in 
terms of human lives.” 

The UNHCR needs S80 million 
to make ends meet this year and 
examples abound of the day-to- 
day problems it faces while trying 
to provide food and shelter to 
refugees in Asia, Africa and 
Latin America, 

Staff say the agency cannot 
afford to buy food or blankets for 
800JK10 Mozambicans who have 
fled dvU strife into nei^booring 
Malawi. 

“In Etfaio|Ma, where a new 
femine is looming, we are unable 
to set up buffer stocks of food, 
while in some refugee camps in 
Sudan and Malawi, malnutrition 
has already gone up by 30 per 
cent,” said UNHCR spokesman 
Raymond Hall. 


“Tbe long-term prospects are 
frightening,'’ he added. 

On the Indonesian island of 
Galang, a camp currently bouring 

12.000 Vietn a mese boat people 
was built for 2,000. 

“Tliis means t^t tiie extra 

10.000 have to sleep m the bead) 
and we can't even boy plas& 
sheeting for them,” said Sergio 
>^eira de Mello, head ' of the 
^ency's Asia and Oceania divi- 
sion. 

“More refugees, less re- 
sources,” was bow Hi^ Commis- 
sioner Thorvald Stoltenberg of 
Norway snmmed up tiie situation 
be foi^ on over from 

Jean-Pieire Hocke in January. 

Hocke resigned in Novemb^. 
He had been blamed for riring 
costs and low staff morale. 

Tbe 52-year-okl Svriss national 
ran the UNHCR for nearly five 
years and during his tenure the 
agency went beyond mere 
emergency assistance, branching 
ont into location, scif-belp and 
soda] sendees programmes wfaidi 
have sent costs soaring. 

But UNHCR offldals also 
p(wt out tiiat tbe agen^, which 
was set up in 1951 to with 
one milium displaced people in 
Europe, now caters for 15 million 
on five continents. 


Tbe number of Qaff has risen 
to 2,400 from 60 in the mid-1950s 
when tbe UNHCR won its first 
Nobel Peace Prize for taking care 
of post-war refugees. 

It won the Nobel Prize again hi 
1981 after coping successfully 
tritii a trdili]^ of the worid re- 
fugee population in a decade, the 
result of an exodus of ’Vietnamese 
after the Commnnist takeover, 
tbe war in Afghanistan and dvfl 
sfrife in tbe Horn of Africa. 

Vieira de Meilo feels tbe U.N. 
body should return to its original 
mandate and hand over some of 
its activities to otbtt specialised 
agendes and non-governmental 
organisations. 

“There is a great need for ra- 
tionalisation, for going back to 
basics,” he said. 

This is predsely what the 
UNHCR’s 43-nation executive 
committee, whidi groups major 
donors such as the Unit^ States, 
the European Oxnmnnity and 
Japan, recommended at a meet- 
ing last Octdier. 

“Donor countries want the 
UNHCR to limit the scope of its 
operations to the survival of re- 
fiigees — food, water and hous- 
ing — and leave education and 
seff-te^ programmes to other 
^ledalued b^es,” said Hall. 


A follow-up meeting is sche- 
duled for May 28 in Geneva. 
Detegates are expected to review 
the agency’s finandal situation 
and approve a 13 per cent cut in 
staff at the Geneva headquarters 
and a seven per cent reduction of 
field operators. 

But escalating costs alone do 
not explain the UNHCR’s 
dramatic finandal difficulties. 

Governments and public opin- 
ion are increasingly wary of an 
ever-swelling and seemingly end- 
less refugee tide and are turning 
their attention to other issues. 

“Compassion fatigue has set in 
and there is a iimh to what donor 
countries are willing or able to 
do," said Nfieira de Mello. 

Hall pointed out that the num- 
ber of refugees worldwide dou- 
bled over the last decade while 
tbe agency's resources increased 
by only 25 per cent. “Contribu- 
tions have amply not kept pace 
with our requirements,” he 
add^. 

Relief officials say humanita- 
rian causes fece increasing com- 
petition ffom issues such as the 
need to rebuild Eastern Europe 
after tbe collapse of Communist 
rule, pressing environmental 
problems and tbe war against 
drugs. 


French and gambling 


GAMBLING and betting 
already have a long history in 
Ftonce. Tbe royal lottery, cre- 
ated, in 1659, on the occasion 
of Louis XIVs wedding, resur- 
rected under Louis X^, ban- 
ned and then audioiised again 
in the revolution, and banned 
again in 1836, is tiie predeces- 
sor of tbe “Loterie Nationale,” 
created in 1933. Smilarly, the 
“Pari Mntuel sur I’Pfi^iod- 
Fome” (n4H), created in 1891 
is at die ori^ of tbe “Pari 
Mutoei Urban (PMU) (betting 
on borse races), instituted iu 
1930. 

In 1989, tbe Frendi spent 
about 55 billioD francs on 
gambling, the casino and bet- 
t^. The state took about 12 
biUioa francs of this in taxes. 

Horse-racing, organised by 
the PMU oanes in top place 
among the different forms of 
gambling tbe French are fond 
of. The fevourite bets are the 
“Tierce” (dbooring the first 
three winners), followed by the' 
“doubles”, which come ahead 
of the “backing four horses,” 
“five horses,” 'Three horses” 
and so on. 

The PMU is a group of 
economic interest, made up of 
Paris racing companies and 
certain provincial racing com- 
panies. It comes undw tiie 
autiiority of tibe Mbnstiy of 
Agriculture. In 1989, tbe PMU 
alone drew more than 31 bil- 
lion firancs. This figure pots tbe 
PMU in fbuith position in the 
worid of eqntvalrat businesses. 
The state took nearly 6 billion 
francs of tiie 31 billioo in taxes. 
The biggest win ever recorded 
in a PMU race was in Septem- 
ber 1988. The Incky winner 
pocketed 3.803 million francs. 

After the PMU comes the 
Loto, created m 1976, sriiose 
turnover for 1989 amounted to 
about 12 billioo francs, ffince 
its cieatioa, there have alreaify 
been 1JM)0 draws and it has 
made 3^061 people mii- 
Ikmaires. In 19&, tbe biggest 


prize in tins game was won: 
neariy 33.S nSion francs. 

Tbe Loto is run by the 
France Loto company, a pobfic 
establishment 51 per cent of 
Miose c^tal is held by the 
State. It has 35,000 sales out- 
lets. France Loto also runs 
several other games, created in 
the last few years: tbe “loto 
^rtif ’ (betting on the resuhs 
of fbotbkl matches, like tbe 
English football pools), cre- 
ated in 1985, “Tao^T^ and 
“Tapis Vert,'’ started in 1987. 
The latter is the latest of all the 
Frendi games of chance. Not 
forgetting the old “Loterie 
Nationale.” 

In all, tiiese games, whose 
lots are drawn most often five, 
after the television news, at 
peak viewing time, brou^t 
France Loto some 20 billion 
francs in 1989. 

• The Tcmaining 2 billion 
francs are shared out among 
France’s 144 casinos. Moreov- 
er, the turnover in this sector is 
considerably up on last year’s, 
as, in 1988, casinos had only 
pn^ in 1.2 billion francs. 
Tins increase is probably due 
to tbe recent installation of slot 
mtudiunes. 

These machines, vriudi are 
sometimes called “one-arm 
bandits,” had been banned in 
19^, and have only recently 
been reiiitiodiioed in about fif- 
teen establishments. This is to 
tbe great defi^t of gamblers, 
casinos and toe State whose 
percentage of profits increases 
as toe tnrnover of gaming 
estabUshments goes np. In a 
single year, slot machines 
bn»^t in some 500 million 
francs to the public coffers. 
Proftosioiials are today betting 
on toe coming introduction erf 
new marfnnfts. A sdiool for 
managers of slot madunes was 
recently inaugorated in 
Deauville. It is tiw only sdiool 
of its kind, iqiait from tiie oae 
in Reno in the American state 
of Nevada — L'Actnaffite en 
France. 
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The French are gamblers. In 1989, they spent 
some 55 billion francs on gamblSiig, the casino and 
bettiiigy 12 billion francs this mon^ went to tbe 
state.

**lt failed, goodbye,'* Walesa 
said as he left the strike head- 
quarters in the dty of Shipsk at 3 
a.m. Sunday, following a three- 
hour meeting with sti^rs who 
bad broken off negotiations with 
die government ^turday. 

Walesa warned that the strik- 
ers* actions could lead to civil war 
and the resignation of Sohdarity- 
b^ed Prime Minister Tadeusz 
Mazovriecki. 

The week-old strike has cut off 
freight from Poland*s Baltic coast 
and train service across the coun- 
try's northwest. Rail trafSc from 
Poland's industrial south as well 
as Caechoslovakia and Hungary 
has been disrupted, and the army 
has been drafted to move essen- 
tial goods. 

The strike also has posed a 
mounting challenge to Aland's 
post-Ce.'ninunist reformers, who 
have renrsed to discuss pay de< 
mands they say could scuttle the 
country's economic “shock** 
programme, an attempt to move 
quickly cental phoning to a 
mar’:ei-based ^tem.

NEW YORK (AP) — Mikhail Gorbachev says he 
and George Bush have cone to trust each other, but 
are certans to disagree at their upcoming summit 
over whether a unified Germany should bdong to 
NATO. 


'9^'faiie many Americans and 
Europeans credit the North 
Atianue aUiance with keeping 
peace during the cold war, 
Soviets see it as a symbol of **a 
dangerous and confrontational 
past,” Gorbachev said in an inter- 
view with lime magazitte. 

*Tor our people too. NATO is 
associated with the cold war — 
but as an organisation designed 
from the start to be hostile to the 
Soviet Union... and we will never 
agree to assign it the leading role 
in building a new Eorc^,” 
said. 

Gorbachev gave the interview 
Tcesday at his office in Moscow. 
A transcript is to appear in the 
June 4 edition of the U.S. based 
weekly news magazine. Copies 
were released in advance to the 
media. 

Asked by lime whether be 
expects to disagree with Bush 
over whether a united Germany 
should join NATO, Gorbadiev 
said, 'T wouldn't say I expect a 
major disagreement — m state 
for a fact ttet there will be one.”

Leaders of West and East Gei^ 
many have said they want a un- 
ited Germany to be part of die 
North Atlantic IVeaty Organisa- 
tion, as have three of the four 
victorious allies from World War 
n — France, the United States 
and Britain — at ^ledal '*two 
plus four” talks on Germany's 
friture. 

Only Moscow, faced with the 
loss of its strategic Warsaw Pact 
ally East Germany, has resisted 
the idea. It has proposed at va- 
rious times that a united Ger- 
TTiany should be oeotral, noo- 
aligned, or a member of both 
NATO and Warsaw Pact. 

“One other point on this snb- 
ject,” Gofbacfaev in the in- 
terview.

'Americas Watch, a privately 
funded group based in New 
York, said in a report the FMLN 
rebels should immediately halt 
trials of suspected war criminals 
until the insurgents can prove the 
proceedings comply with intema- 
tional standards. 

It also called on the insurgents 
to renounce the use of the deatii 
penalQr to punish offences related 
to the dvQ war. 

'Ihe report said the rebels are 
bound by the terms of Geneva 
Convention rules whicb pioride 


for the protection of victims of 
dvil conflicts.
